TESTIMONY MAKES

Senator Spends Seventieth Birthday 
Listening to Most Damaging dtate- 
ments by Partner cAbout His Con- 
nection With Land Frauds.

Then, 
if a price be agreed upon, it will be 
paid by the government, which will 
forthwith proceed, with the present 
system as a basis, to lay out the best 
possibile system of water distribution 
that engineers can plan. 

Added to this, on the authority of a 
letter to Chief Engineer F. H. Newell, 
will come a bedrock diversion dam, at 
McDowell butte, on Salt River prob- 
ably. a short distance above the present 
insecure Arizona canal dam.

PAIN YANK ON 
BAD DENTISTS.

State Board After Licenses of 
Lawbreakers. 
— 22 — 
Say Raw Youths are Hired to 
Work on Jaws, 


Storm About to Burst on 
Examination Matter. 


Several Los Angeles dentists are to 
have their licenses yanked out. Five 
or six practitioners of the objection- 
able kind will be barred from further 
practice in the State of California. At 
least, this is the purpose of the State 
Board of Dental Examiners, now in 
session here. 

Summonses were sent out yesterday 
by Dr. Herrick, secretary of the board, 
to several notorious members of the 
profession in this city. These men 
must appear before the board on Mon- 
day and show cause why their licenses 
should not be revoked. They are ac- 
cused of employing illegal practition- 
ers. This offense against the laws is 
almost as serious as practicing with- 


out licenses. 

Respectable dentists will welcome 
the news that the malpractices of un- 
desirable members of the profession 
are to be stophed. All the dentists to 
be thus punished are of the “cheap” 
variéty, men whose work is as danger- 
ous to the public as their prices seem 
to be cheap. 

Dr. E. G. Howard, treasurer of the 
board, admitted last night that the 
board thought there was a good case 
against all of the accused men. The 
trial and punishment of the gcullty 
parties will remove several “denta' 
parlors” of the cheap kind. They offer 
cheap rates and attract poor and igno- 
rant persons. 

By employing young men who are 
hardly more than @ret-year students, 
and who, under the law® of the State 
of California. are not allowed to prac- 
tice dental surgery. the accused den- 
tists are able to do the work at low 
rates The work of these raw .boys 
often 's dangerous to the victims. For 
this re..son the strict laws regulating 
the profession were passed. 

PROSECUTE TO A FINISH. 

“IT have no doubt there are several 
others who have not been summoned 
and who ought to be punished in the 
fame way.” said Dr. Howard last 
night. But we have got all those 
against whom there is sufficient evi- 
dence. And we hope to get the others 
in good time. At any rate, the exam- 
ple set by prosecuting these ought to 
have a salutary effect on the profes- 
sion in Los Angeles. 

“You see, the laws of the State say 
that any dentist who employs a man 
not legally qualified is punishable to 
the extent of having bis license re 
voked and paying a “fine of several 
hundred dollars. There have been sev- 
eral men In this city on whom we have 
had our Pre for some time. We have 
got the evidence now and are going to 
prosecute them to a finish. They will 
be tried on Monday. Of course, they 
may be able to furnish evidence that 
they are tnnocent.”’ 

Dr. Baird and Dr. Herrick, the pres- 
ident and secretary, respectively, of 
the board, confirmed the rénort that 
several local dentists were to be tried 
for thelr professional existence. 

“I don't know whether they have 
been summoned yet,” said Dr. Baird. 
“but I know notices were to have been 
sent out to them. I am not familiar 
with the evidence, or with the charac- 
ter of the men accused, as I am not a 
loca! man.” 

The action of the board will be ap- 
plauded by dentists, not only in Los 
Angeles, but in other cities. 

TOO MANY “PARLORS.” 

“There are too many of those ‘par- 
lor’ concerns.” said a prominent dental 
surgeon when he heard of the prose- 
cutions. 
“They hurt the profession. They are 
really only the seum of the dentists, 
but people who don't know are apt to 
judge us all by the malpractices of 
those men. People who can't see that 
cheap prices can bring only cheap work 
have to be protected from disreputable 
practitioners and from themselves. 

The law is laid down emphatically 
that no dentist can employ anyone to 
do even the most unimportant work on 
a patient unless the employé is a duly 
qualified practitioner. Men of the class 
of the accused, although qualified 
themselves, employ boys who are 
neither qualified nor trained, thinking 
to get around the law.

A, Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce, held in closed session” 
yesterday afternoon in the chamber 
committee rooms, started a movement 
which is absolutely unique, and which 
may become of widespread celebrity.

Thousands of Acres Just Above River 
side District to be Irrigated—San 
Francisco Capital.

VIS OF LABOR MONOPOLY. 

A decision just handed down by 
the Supreme Court of Massachusetts 
declares that the attempt to force al! 
laborers to combine in unions “is 
against the policy of the law, bécause 
it acts as a monopoly of the labor 
market.” The Times has steadily 
maintained and unqualifiedly ex- 
pressed this view for many years, and 
it is naturally pleased to find that so 
dignified and able a body as the Su- 
preme Court of Massachusetts sus- 
tains this opinion. | 

To all intents and purposes, labor 
monopolies are like other monopolies. 


poses, they pursue similar methods, 


similar ends. The primary object 
which labor monopolies seek to at- 
tain is to secufe for their members 
certain benefits, privileges and im- 
munities which are denied to persons 
outside of their organizations. This 
is precisely the leading purpose of all 
other monopolies. The great trusts 
and industrial combines are founded 
upon the same object—to crush out 
competition through the power of con- 
certed action, and to secure advan- 
tages over competitors which could 
not be secured through individual ac- 
tion alone. 

It is manifest, as the Supreme 
Court of Massachusetts says, that a 
monopoly of the labor market is 
“against the policy of the law.” It 
could not be otherwise, since its ten- 
dency and its results serve to shut 
the door of opportunity to the indi- 
vidual; to restrict his legitimate and 
rightful sphere of action; to hamper 
an. discourage him in the effort “to 
make his way in the world;” and to 
diminish his full and unrestricted en- 
joyment of the right to “life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness.” These 
rights are justly regarded by our con- 
stitutions and our statutes as funda- 
mental and inalienable. They are in- 
vaded by labor monopolies, and by all 
other forms of monopoly. 

All forms of monopoly are bad 
Cnough. A labor monopoly, if it could 
be completely established, would be 
the worst form of all. Fortunately, 
no form of monopoly can be complete- 
ly established or long maintained. In 
proportion as capitalistic monopoly: 
becomes strong it increases its prof- 
its and incites competition, which 
steadily tends to break down its mo- 
nopoly. So with the labor mo- 
nopoly. In proportion as it gains in 
strength its demands increase, and in 
proportion as these demands are suc- 
cessful the competition of free and un- 
organized labor increases. 

The attempt to force all laborers 
to combine la unions is against the 
Constitution of the United States, no 
lest than “against the policy of the 
law,” for it trenches upon the rights 
of personal liberty which the Con- 
stitution guarantees to every citizen. 
It is a form of coercion which no man 
can tolerate who would be truly free, 
It can never succeed, because it 
trumples under foot the fundamental 
promptings of the American con- 


science.

It is strongly hinted that if Russia 
were free-handed so that she could 
protect her French ally, the Kaiser 
would never have raised these points, 
but that, as Russia is fully occupied 
in another direction, this seems to be 
a providential opportunity to impress 
other nations that the Kaiser is demi- 
nant in Europe today and he doesn’t 
care who knows it; that in fact he 
would not object to making an excuse 
for precipitating a confi'ct wherein he 
would be the central figure and could 
demonstrate to the world that the mil- 
itary strength of Germany is supreme. 

It may be added that the Anglo- 
French agreement of 1904 comprised 
three Instruments. The first deais 
with Egypt and Morocco, the second 
with Newfoundland. and the third 
with Siam, New Hebrides, and Mada- 
gascar. Under this treaty Great Bri- 
tain recognized the right of France 
to guard the tranquillity of Morocco, 
while France agreed not to impede the 
action of Great Britain in - Egypt. 
Freedom of trade was guaranteed in 
Egypt and Morocco for thirty years. 

And now. after all the trouble had 
apparently blown over, the latest dis- 
pateh calls attention to a new compli- 
cation. “Germany wants the accept- 
ance of a conference first and the de- 
talls afterwards, while France wants 
the details first and the acceptance of 
a conference afterwards.” And here the 
diplomats foresee a renewal of the 
tension. As, however, the general sen- 
sentiment of Europe is strongly op- 
posed to a call to arms at the present 
time, it is believed that peaceful coun- 
sels will prevail.

A New Port Arthur. 

To estimate the full seriousness of 
Germany's determined efforts to 
strengthen her insidiously-gained po- 
sition of political and commercial pre- 
dominance in the Shantung Peninsula, 
We must recall the fact that Germany 
in 1894 associated herself with Russia 
and France in depriving Japan of the 
fruits of her victory over China. The 
world now realises that Japan, in sub- 
mitting to this powerful coalition 
against her, did so only with the secret 
resolve to bide her time and fight the 
issue later on. By her treaty with 
Great Britain she secured the isolation 
of Russia in any actual appeal to arms, 
and then, when thoroughly prepared, 
showed no hesitation in making that 
appeal. Up to this point none of 
Japan's carefully-laid plans has mis- 
carried. She has ousted from 4&4 
strongly-fortified base and from a po- 
sition of military prependerance in 


that formerly balked her. Even al- 
though Japan may not choose to strike 
at Germany now, it is inconceivable 
that she will for long quietly acquiesce 
in the Teuton ratsing for himself in 
Kiaochou fortifications similar to 
those at Port Arthur, from which the 
Muscovite was driven at the cost of 
so much blood and treasure. 

The Troubled Oriert. 

Germany's announcement, whatever 
the immediate consequence, clearly 
prolongs the unrest In the Far East, 
and it can only have been made with 
full knowledge of the fact and the de- 
liberate intention of bringing about 
the precise result. When the exact 
terms of peace come to be discussed. 
the Kalser has no intention that his 
position in the Shantung Peninsula 
shall be as he was ignored in 
the settlement of Morocco’s political 
destiny. To talk beldiy now at this 
fatefui uncture about fortifying Kiac- 
choy Bay to emphasige these claims, 
and to ve them added tmportance. 
The w Will walt with keen interest 
to see whether Japan will enter her 
protest now, or will, as before, defer 
drastic action untl she feels herself 
once again t ready to enforce 
words by action. 


A Menroe Doctrine for China. 


There can be no question but that 
the position Germany claims for her- 
self in the Shantung Peninsula violates 
the spirit of the international under- 
standing that there shall be the open 
door in China, and equel opportunities 
for all countries trading in Chinese 
dominions. The lease granted by 
China of Kiaochow Bay was only to 
“save the face“ of the Peking govern- 
ment, for the latter in a moment of 
helplessness realized that a nominal 
tenancy was better than the open 
seizure that would otherwise have re- 
sulted. But the lease never contem- 
plated the turning of Tsingtau, the 
port of Kisochou, into a powerful na- 
val base. or the economic absorption 
and political confiscation now being 
attempted over the entire Shantung 
Peninsula. In the final adjustment of 
these enlarged claims Japan and all 
the powers interested have clearly a 
right to be heard. It is out of the 
question that Germany should be a- 
lowed to present to the other nations a 
half-closed door in what she considers 
to be her particular sphere of influence, 
and yet demand the fully-opened door 
for herself elsewhere. f Japan acts 
up to her word, and throws open to 
the commerce of the world, free and 
untrammetled, the whole of Manchuria 
and Korea, Germany's ferential po- 
sition In Shantung will all the more 
untenable. Even if complications be 
delayed until then, 80 soon as peace 
between Russia and Japan is arranged, 
this question is certain to come at once 
to the forefront. It amounts to a 
Monroe doctrine for the Far East, in 
which Japan sees her only prospect of 
permanent peace. 


A Venerable Town. 

When we read that a town in Ens 
land has been celebrating the twelfth 
hundredth anniversary of its founda- 
tion, the mind is indeed carried far 
back into the beginning of English 
history. Sherbourne, the town in ques- 
tion, dates ite records to a time when 
the Angles and Saxons had been only 
little more than two centuries on Brit- 
ish soll.

ASSOCIATED HAS NOT BOUGHT 


COALINGA PIPE LINE. 


it May Do So, but the Deal Has 
Not Been Consummated Yet—Santa 
Maria Field May be Extended About 
Fifty Miles—New Well in Whittier 
District. 


J. A. Chanslor, president of the As- 
sociated Oil Company, in an interview 
at Bekersfield a few days since, denicd 
the report tha: the Associated has 
purchased the Coalinga- Monterey pipe 
line. By the tenor of his remerks, as 
quoted, however, he seems to inti- 
mate that there is a likelihood of this 
coming to passe. He said, in answer 10 
& question on this point: 

“We are looking out all the time for 
anything thai nn do the Associa‘ed 
good, and if that pipe line would be a 
good thing for us, of course, we would 
like to have it, provided we could get 
it at the right price. Bui at the pres- 
ent time there hes been no deal con- 
cluded for the purchase of the pipe line 
by the Associated.” 

According to all reports the deal is 
not to be formally Closed until July 1, 
and this may possiljiy be what Mr. 
Chansior means in his denial. 

In the interview, Mr. Chanslor aleo 
confirmed the report that the Asso- 
elated is troubled with a lack of cars 
to handle its business. This shortage 
he said applied only to oil for the gen- 
eral market, and he was of the opinion 
that the railroad was using the cars for 
its oll in order to get a supply ahead in 
its tanks. Mr. Chanslor also took oc- 
<asion to deny the charges of conspir- 
acy between the Standard, Asosciated 
and Espee to control the market. 

COAST OPERATIONS. 


Much interest among oi] men is cen- 
tered on the probable discovery of oil 
in paying quantities on the property of 
the Todos Santos company at Santa 
Maria. The well is now in the best of 
indications, and the bringing in of a 
good well will mean the extension of 
the fleld nearly five miles to the south. 

From Santa Maria the interest ex- 
tends to Arroyo Grande, where an ef- 
fort is being made ito get oil by Capt. 
J. A. McClurg of Fresno, who is drin 
ing for two companies. Near San Luis 
Obispo W. E. Yule is putting down a 
well, and if this proves successful it 
will mean the establishment of a new 
coast eld, or if the intervening terri- 
tory proves to be oil-bearing it will ex- 
tend the present ol] bell about fifty 
miles, 

While the Santa Barbara county dis- 
tricta are considered the coming fleids 
of the State at present and are already 
almost on the boom, it is not Ikely 
that the State will see any excitement, 
such as that witnessed when Kern 
River first came to the front. The 
new field is being developed largely by 
experienced oj] men, who made their 
money frequently in the older fleids of 
the State, and in many cases they have 
organized what are virtually close cor- 
porations, besides which there are miles 
and miles of territory in the district 
owned by the Union 0 Company, so 
that the chances for scores of compa- 
nies with stock open to the public being 
organized, as was the case five years 
ago, are noi so great, although the un- 
known extent of the oll belt encourages 
wiid-cat enterprises to a great extent. 

The question how much of the Santa 
Maria oll is suitable for i in its 
crude state is one that is of the great- 
est importance to producers and con- 

mers alike. If all were ke the Kern 
River, Whittier or the heavier Fuller- 
ton product, the- priee of fuel might be 
considered as certain to drop to almost 
a mere nominal figure. It is generally 
considered that by far the greater part 
is a light grade, excelient for refining. 
but not adapted for fuel. There is 
some. however, that is so used and Is 
satisfactory. it is said, while more is 
of a kind that can be burned in some 
lines of business. although there are 
some who question ite filmess as com- 
pared with the other : 


grades. 
It is perfectly safe to say, however,

much crude on the market as fuel as 
compared with the whole output. 4 
process at the refinery, taking off ihe 
lighter parts and producing 4 low- 
grade distillate, will enable it to be 
used for many lines in competition 
with crude, if the cost is not too great. 
There are other lines, however, in 
which the crude has always and is 
likely to always be the essential fuel. 
At present the coast flelds do not seem 
to be regarded very seriously by local 
fuel men. 
WHITTIER DEVELOPMENT. 

The Central On Company brought in 
another well at Whiltier, making forty 
in all. The well is believed to be good 
for 200 barrels a day. 

The Central paid its regular quar- 
teriy divicend of 2 per cent. last April, 
and another will be paid in July. 

GOOD PRICE IN ARIZONA, 

An excellent sign of better times in 
the local situation is seen in the sale 
a few days ago of several thousand 
harrels by an independent company for 
shipment to Arizona. The price was 52 
cents f.0.b. Los Angeles, which is 
better than what has been prevailing 
In the field. 

The payment of a*reguiar semi-an- 
nual dividend of 3 and an extra of 
2 cents by the Fullerton Ol Company. 
which amounts to $27,000, is regarded 
as further evidence that the oll indus- 
try is not falling behind, in spite of 
the low prices.

indeed during the last eight or ten 
months, on account of the war with 
Japan, which is making the people #0 
poor that they are unable to wear as 
many or as brilliant clothes as for- 
merly. The port of Bordeaux is also 
a good market for log wood where it 
helps to make first-class, pure claret. 

One of the arguments of the temper- 
ance folks against wine drinking is 
that most of the red wines are 

and adulterated with log wood. How- 
ever, if anything, this is really an_ar- 
gument in favor of the wine, 4s the 


tonic and in the coast countries of 
Mexico log-wood chips steeped in wa- 
ter, which is then made into a lem- 
onade by the aid of lemon juice and 
sugar, is one of the standard tonic 
remedies for people who are run down 
from malaria and besides being a tonic 
it is a very pleasant drink. Probably 
from a health point of view the French 
claret would be better if made entire- 
ly out of log wood. In France one of 
the remedies used by physicians in 
cases of extreme debility is a bath in 
claret wine as in the same way in the 
hot countries of Mexico baths in an

LOSE HIS FEATHERS. 


Will “Save His Face” by Entering 
College—Echo of Farce Comedy 
That Fleurished Here During Stay 
Here of Kang Yu Wei of the Re- 
form Party. 


Rumor of a gorgeous row among the 
suite of Kang Yu Wei- row involv- 
ing Gen. Homer Lea—has gome to the 
ears of the Chinese cadets of this city. 

It ies claimed that Homer Lea has 
had a rip-snorting ruction with the 
smooth littl Chinese personal secre- 
tary, Chew Kok Hean, and that Mr. 
Chew has come out of it badly chewed; 
fact is, will jose his job; will be al- 
lowed to “save his face, as the Chi- 
nese say, by leaving the suite and en- 
tering an American college. 

Some of the officers of the cadet 
corps here claim Chew was ses. 
pected of treachery by Gen. Lea while 
Kang Yu Wel was spending the win- 
ter here. The cadets say Chew was 
secretly opposed to Lea and in favor 
of “Gen.” Falkenberg, whe was finally 
denounced as a faker by Kang Yu Wel. 

They even go 8 far as to accuse 
Chew Kok Hean of making misrepre- 
sentations to his master and of assisi- 
ing in a scheme to betray Gen. Lea 
in the compromising situation which 
finally resulted in the arrest of Capt. 
O. Banion on the disproven charge of 
blackmail. 

Afterward, Mr. Chew was openely ac- 
cused by O Banlon of having given him 
and Lea the “double cross.” 

In justice to Chew, it should be 
stated that he repeatedly visited the 
newspapers trying to bring about the 
denunciation of Falkenberg: that he 
always gave Gen. Lea credit of being 
the real, simon-pure article. 

His idea seemed to be, however, that 
the papers should come out with the 
savage denunciation leaving Kang Yu 
Wei entirely out of it, smiling in bland 
innocence. 
It is known, though, that Lea and 
all the cadets were very badly dissat- 
fied with the conduct of Kang Yu Wel 
in not putting Lea more vigorously 
right in the eyes of the public. The 
day before he left, Kang Yu Weil sent 
for some of the officers and apologized 
for not having put Falkenberg down in 
a summary manner.

CONTEST OVER BRIDGE. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

VENTURA, June 22.—THere is a dif- 
ference of opinion between the people 
of Ventura and the people of Nordhoff 
that has all but developed into a scrap. 
It is over the location of the proposed 
new bridge across the Ventura River

Also the stream there is 
narrow, and there would be neither fill 
nor trestle necessary, as the banks are 
abrupt and would make good holding 
for a bridge. 

After the bridge was thrown across 
at the latter site, the roadway would 
hug the side of the mountain until the 
old road the other side was again 
reached. The Nordhoff people object 
to the moving of the crossing the half- 
mile farther away from their valley. 
and insist that it ie not necessary, as 
it would, they say, be just as cheap to 
bridge at the present c ng as at 
the new location.
